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ANNUAL  REPORT  1 939. 


Your  Committee  have  to  report  a  record  year  of 
admissions,  the  number  being  333  which  is  26  more  than  in 
in  any  previous  year.  Of  these  152  were  Radcliffe 
Contributors,  7  Royal  Berks,  15  High  Wycombe  Contributors 
and  38  Private  Patients.  Patients  Days  numbered  5628  and 
the  average  stay  per  patient  was  16.9  days.  Of  the  Patients 
admitted  during  the  year  104  were  surgical,  166  medical  and 
63  maternity  cases,  34  boys  and  30  girls  were  born  in  the 
Hospital.  44  operations  including  30  major  were  performed. 
24  accidents  were  admitted. 

The  cost  per  patient  day  was  7/ 6\  compared  with 
■-6/ 10.6  last  year.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital, 
including  ordinary  repairs,  was  £ 2117  being  £87  more  than 
the  previous  year.  The  total  income  at  £2083  :  10  :  10  was 
£26  less  than  last  year. 

The  Committee  record  with  deep  regret  the  resignation, 
owing  to  ill  health,  of  Miss  Isabelle  Dickson  as  Matron,  a  post 
which  she  has  held  since  the  Hospital  moved  into  its  present 
quarters  twelve  and  a  half  years  ago.  The  Committee  hope 
that  she  will  soon  be  fully  restored  to  health  and  that  she 
may  be  spared  long  to  enjoy  that  health.  The  Hospital  owes 
much  to  Miss  Dickson  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  enumerate 
the  many  things  that  she  has  done,  to  get  the  Hospital  to  its 
present  state  of  efficiency.  Nothing  was  too  much  trouble 
and  many  of  the  gifts  which  might  not  have  been  forthcoming 
otherwise,  were  given  out  of  friendship  for  Miss  Dickson. 
She  loved  the  Hospital. 

We  have  to  report  the  resignation  of  our  Honorary 
Treasurer  Mr.  C.  L.  Chambers  owing  to  ill  health.  We  had 
hoped  that  he  might  be  able  to  continue  in  the  position 
which  he  has  so  ably  filled  since  1931.  Your  Committee  find 
it  difficult  adequately  to  express  their  thanks  to  him  for  the 
time  and  attention  he  has  always  given  to  the  Hospital.  His 
accounts  were  always  a  model  of  accuracy  and  the  Hospital 
benefited  materially  from  his  efforts  to  collect  money  due. 
We  are  sure  that  all  his  friends  will  join  us  in  wishing  him 
restoration  to  health. 
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During  the  year  Mr.  T.  Figg  passed  away.  He  was 
for  many  years  an  active  member  of  the  Committee,  and  his 
knowledge  of  the  locality  and  his  connection  with  the  Contri¬ 
butory  Scheme  were  extremely  helpful.  The  Committee 
will  miss  his  help  very  much  indeed. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  Mr.  W.  MacFarland  for 
having  undertaken  the  duties  of  acting  Hononary  Treasurer 
and  much  regret  that  he  found  it  necessary  to  resign. 

No  Pound  Day  was  held  this  year.  1527  Eggs  and 
■6/-  in  cash  were  given  to  the  Hospital  and  the  Committee  are 
very  grateful  for  these  gifts.

The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  was  formed  in 
1937  with  the  object  of  co-ordinating  local  hospital  services,  so 
that  each  constituent  hospital  might  be  enabled  to  fulfil  the  function 
for  which  it  is  best  equipped,  without  wasteful  overlapping  and 
duplication.  The  Board  includes  representatives  not  only  of 
voluntary  hospitals  but  also  of  the  public  authorities,  the  medical 
services,  and  the  contributory  and  provident  schemes  in  the  area. 
Although  the  first  years  have  necessarily  been  experimental,  the 
Board  has  been  able  to  make  considerable  progress  in  the 
organisation  of  local  hospital  services. 


The  desirability  of  grouping  hospital  services  on  a  regional  basis 
by  means  of  bodies  such  as  the  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’ 
Board  has  recently  received  general  recognition,  particularly  in  the 
case  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Emergency  Hospital’s  Scheme, 
and  in  Lord  Nuffield’s  munificent  gift  which  is  intended  to  provide 
the  nucleus  of  a  central  fund  for  Provincial  Hospitals,  analogous 
to  King  Edward’s  Fund  in  aid  of  London  Hospitals. 


Thus  it  appears  likely  that  the  scheme  for  the  regional  organisation 
of  hospital  services,  initiated  by  the  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  in  the 
Oxford  district,  will  encourage  the  adoption  of  similar  schemes  in 
other  provincial  areas.
